FIVE DROWNED SATURDAY 


Power Boat Ran ca a Sunken 
Pier and Threw Occupants 
Into the Water.

Winnipeg, Aug. 13.—One of the most 
appalling drowning accidents that has 
happened in the Northwest for yeare 
occurred Saturday eveninng in the Red 
River off River Park, Winnipeg, when 
five young people weve drownel by the 
caosizing of a steam launch. 

It appears that a fairly large par- 
ty had arranged to hold a picnic at 
the park and some were to go by wa- 
ter and some by road. Those who had 
gone by land were already there and 
were waiting for the water party on 
the river bank wher the agree hap- 
pened. C. P. Foxwell, of the C. P. R. 
effice here, had invite! Mrs. C. x: 
Brown, wife of the clerk of the city of 
Winnipeg, her three children, Ethel 
Brown, aged 19, Myrile, aged 13, and 
Ernest i5, Miss May White, aged 20, 
and Miss Roby Thompson. the eldest 
unmarriei daughter of John Thompson, 
the veteran uncertaker of this city, to 
take the journey by river. Opposite 
the park landing stage, in sight of 
their friends, who were waving hand- 
kerchiefs on the bank to welcome their 
arrival, the Foxwell taunch, a 14 foot- 
er, ran into a sunken pile, which had 
been a boom anchor and was submerg- 
ei six inches. The boat, which was 
not en an even keel, her occupanis be- 


ing ‘mostly in the stern, rearei up and ; 


Capsized on top of its occupants. The 
four girls and the boy Ernest were 
drowned, none, with the exception of 
Ruby Thompson, ever coming to the 
surface, Foxweli, after a mighty 
struggle ,managed to hold Mrs. Brown 
above the surface until a passing cance 
picked them up. Alex. Cheney, the 
eighth member of the party, had hold 
of Miss Thompson, but they both sank 
inree times and he lost consciousnes 
and when rescued by a boitman, his 
little companion had gunk. The say- 
ed are Mrs. Brown, Foxwell and Chen- 
ey. The former two are ill in bed 
with the effecia of the accident, Mrs. 
Brown ebing in a particularly precari- 
ous state on account of the loss of her 
family and her recovery is dcubtful. 
City Clerk Brown is prostrated by the 
shock. Thompson and Brown are both 


old timers and prominent Masons. The 
funerals will jikely be held today, 
Monday. 


The flag is at half mast at the city 
hall. There will be an jinquast. A ball 
game was in progress at the park at 
the time and some one rushed onto the 
grand stand screaming for a_ doctor. 
This stampeded the crowd which rush- 
ed to the floating landing stage, where 
people wereat work resuscitating Mrs. 
Brown, The crowd was toc heavy for 
the float, and but for the prompt ac- 
tion and management of some cooler 
heads, the whole mass might have slid 
off into twelve feet of water. Even- 
tually the crowd was driven back and 
another catastrophe avertei.

SHAH GRANTS REFORMS 

Washington, Aug. 11.—The Persian 
Minister late today received official 
notification that the Persian govern- 
ment has issued a decre? grantig to 
the people of that country a national 
assembly. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 11.—For the 
first time in history Persia is to have 
a national assembly. This information 
was conveyed to the Persian Minister 
here late today in a cablegram from 
Mirza, Nassrollah, Khan Machiredolet 
Sadreazame, Grand Vizier and Ministe- 
of Foreign Affairs, who stated that in 
view of the desire of His Imperial Ma- 
jesty, the Shah, for the extension of 
national tranquility and for the wei- 
fare of Persia and all inhabitants, and 
in order to fortify the government, it 
has been deemed necessary to give 
certain reforms, and an institution dur- 
able for the country and for the ad- 
ministration.

two hundred rsembers of the Penneyl- | 
vania Editorial Association arrived in| 
the city says the Winnipeg Free Press. 

'n their trip across the continent the 
editorial party followed much the same 
route as that traversed by Prince 
Arthur of Connaught in his tour of 
the west and it is declared by the 


editors that even the Prince could not 
have beer. treated more royally than 


thelr party by the residents of the var- 
fous towns along the line. 


A special feature of the outing which 
was much commented on by the visitors 
was the very pleasani entertainments 
provided by the smaller towns visited 
by the travellers. In several cases the 
entire population of these towns co- 
operated to make the visit of the edi- 
ters a happy one .and everything pos- 
sible was done to minister to the com- 
fort of the guests of the day. 

During the time spent between Win- 
nipeg and the coast two copies of a 
bulletin were issued by the executive 
officers of the association, one being 
produced in Vancouver B.c., and one 
in Winnipeg. 

The Bditorial column of the Bulletin 
published in Vancouver contains amcag 
other thingsa full and cordial exyres- 
sion of the feelings of the visiters to 
the west with reference to the enter- 
tainment provided for them in Cana- 
dian towns and cities and the cour- 
tesies extended by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and railways. 

“Ags an illustration of the kindness 
shown us,” said Erasmus Wilson, of 
the Pittsburg Gazette, to the Free Press 
today, “consider the town of Canora.

General Oku Succeeds General Baron 
as Chief of Staff. 


Generai OKu, who has been appointed 
ed chief of the General Staff of the Ja- 
panese army in succession to General 
Baron Kodama ,is ea Samurai, or 
Knight of the Otta clan of the fa- 
mous western province of Satsuma, 
noted for its military caste and the 
number of military and naval] leaders 
it has produced. He wo nhis title of 
Baron for distinguished services in the 
war against China, twelve years ago. 

General Oku s siixty-two years old. 
After receiving a collegiate education 
he entered the army at the age of 
twenty-seven, and in ixi7. when a Ma- 
8jor, he found himself i: command of 
the Emperor’s forces in Kamamoto 
Castle in Southern Japane during the 
Satsuma rebeliion. After being near- 
ly_ starved he led a desperate sortie 
cut his way through the rebels and 
joined the Imperial relieving forces. 
For this act of valor he was promoted 
and decorated. 


After the declaration of war against 
Russia in 1904 Japan hurled four 
great armies against the enemy in 
Manchuria. One of these under Gen. 
Nogi, besieged and took Port Arthur. 
Of the other three whiich repeatedly 
engaged Kuropatkin to the north, Oku 
cornmanded the one whith lended near 
Dalny and swept up the Liaotung pen- 
insula. Another, which landed in 
Corea, cleared the enemy from tive 
Yalu River and unitei with Oku_ at 
Liaoyang, was commanded by General 
Tamemoto Kuroki, whose desperate at- 
tempt to flank Kuropatkin forced the 
Russians back on Mukden but failed 
to bag the enemy. The fourth com- 
Koonin was Gen. Mitchitsura Nodzu, a 


hero of the China war, who swung his 
army northward from Takusha, west 


of the Yalu. 

These four generals operated in har- 
mony under the direction of fieid Mar- 
shal Marquis Oyama ani his great chief 
of staff. Gen. Baron Kodama, 
superseded him as supreme head of the

| army on April Ist.,.of this year, and | 


whose death made way for the promo- 
tion’ of Gen. Oku to the head of the 
General Staff.

a series of half a dozen brilliant vic-
